In view of the work of Neibull and others on the chemistry of the flagella, 
ft ap3eare almost certain that the reacting mlmules are pure protiin, I 
would not venture to suggest the detailed e&men& of the structure of the 
Magellar proteins of the txo @arcs that would result in their different ag- 
glutinability despite their c-n capacity to bind the dye,
